Subject : Monthly Survey Report - BGFiend - 15 February to 15 March 



1. Air Operations 

(si) 27th February - the third BGBegood mission consisting 
of 294 containers with a total of 1470 cans, plus 250 1 pound flour 
bags. 13,65 pound, boxes of leaflets and newspapers were carried, 4 
boxes gummed leaflets, 7 boxes ungummed and 2 boxes newsapers. 

(b) Some difficulty was experienced with the empty tin 
nets, but future operations should improve in this respect. 

(c) Communications failed during the flight; however, 
no serious trouble developed. 

(d) 3-4 March - leaflet drop effected consisting of 9 
cartons, 5 of ungummed leaflets and 4 of newspapers - approximate 
weight of load 590 pounds. 

( e) The dispatcher reported that the conveyor belt work- 
ed satisfactorily, slight difficulty was experienced with packages 
sticking upon reaching the rollers. 

(f) Communications failures which occurred during the 
flight on 27 February were again encountered.. Commo personnel 
will be thoroughly briefed prior to next operations so that con- 
dition does not become chronic . 

( g) Light AA fire was encountered during flight of 27th 
February - no enemy action during 3-4 March flight.
